calculation makes it the 5th of November 
and Pontecaulet the 8th or 14th of No­ 
vember. 
On the 10th of November it 
will probably be at its nearest distance to 
the earth, and will then most likely be 
visible amongst the three large stars of 
the Great Bear both after sunset and be- 
fore sunrise. 
W’hether it will be visible 
or not w ill depend upon circumstances 
over which astronomers can have no con- 
trol, because they cannot predict the 
exact case in which its situation may be. 
It is now probably about the orbit of Sa­ 
turn. 
The only difficulty presented in 
the calculation arises (rom our not know­ 
ing exactly tho.

V e n tila tio n .—The last number of 
the Medical and Surgical Journal con­ 
jectures that the late alarming canes of 
Typhus Fever at Dedham, were owing to 
ill ventilated sleeping apartments. 
The 
writer say* “ but whether this wss the 
cause in the particular instance of which 
we speak, no one can doubt that it is a 
fertile source of Typhus fever. 
There 
is nothing 
more often neglected than 
ventilation of sleeping apartments—noth­ 
ing more important to health ; far better 
would it he to sleep under a tent in the 
opon air, with all the rink of taking cold, 
than to sleep night after night with others 
in a clone mom, without each day open­ 
ing the room to the influences of the ex. 
tertial air.—This cannot he too strongly 
impressed upon the overseers of factories 
and thi ir operatives. 
It is confinement 
enough, iii all mason, that the operative* 
are compelled to submit to, iii being con­ 
fined day bv day in close rooms at their 
work, without being huddled together, 
at night iii close, unventilated room*.— 
There certainly can be no need of citing 
instance* of the injurious effects of the 
course spoken of. 
Every one has heard 
of the Old Bailey sessions, where so many 
were made sick from this cause. Indeed, 
the instances of it are not rare in other 
establishments, in almshouses and board. 
tag schools, where many people are con. 
fined together ; and no doubt many of the 
cases of typhus iii orn ate families might 
be traced to the same source.”
